CLUB DISCUSSES 
DATHOLIC ORDERS 

I Tlie second re>;ular ineetiuK of the 
I list.iirie.il Clul) was held on Thurs- 
diiy evening' at Stiatlieomi Mall. Tlu' 
subject dealt with was "Founders of 
Orders." 

Mr. J. A. Mathewson dealt with 
Iquatius Loyola, Mr. H. P. Thom- 
son with St. Krancis Assissi, and .Mr. 
I'. K. Corhett w-ith St, Donilnie. 

In tlie ilisi'ussiiin wliieli followed. 
Dr. Krycr pointed out that though 
the ten .lcncy today was to think that 
movements called forth men, yet in a 
study of these three men we have 
proof that the opposite standpoint is 
true -vi/.., that tlie.se men are rcipoii- 
silile III!' iniivenients which have been 
of 1,'rcat sih'tiificnnce. 

Dr. Wells asked the members to re- 
member that the proper spirit to re- 
roL-n'ze thnt the key to the elîects of 
iiiy hi.<tnri(al movement is the cause 
or in'liii iii-e wliirh broiurlit it .ihuut. 
'I'll,- Hi.eiely ,.( .lesils is iKitcil I'leallse 
of the resolution an 1 dct erniinal inn 
of its lender— Iquatius Loyola. It 
was through the work of tliis society 
that the movement of the Refonii;!- 
tioli was elieckeii, anil th.' tlin'i-lits 
of the lieople nf lOuroln' vele turned 
hack to the I'lipal Clinrcli. liwiiu'tn 
his power of o');ani/ation, Ir.s /.eal, 
and hy the vows of iiovcrty, chasti- 
ty, and service to the Pope, Loyola 
succeeded in establishing his Papacy 
in a position which it not even bcld 
previous tn the Hoforniatioii. 

I'i'of. l.iidlow emphnsl'/.ed the fact 
that the Society of Jesus (Kd a great 
deal to preserve the traditions of 
Art and Literature during the troub- 
lous times of the 17th and IStli cen- 
turies in Kiirope, 

It is interestiiii; to renienilier that 
the I)oiiilniean (Irder later' became 
the suiiporters of the Inquisition. 

The Franciscans arc remcmhored to- 
day chiefly because as a body they 
were the first to lift the people of the 
Middle Ages out of corruption, xf^- 
norance, and destitution, and brought 
the Church to a sense of her mission 
— vi/.., of preaching to the people, 
rather than becoming a political ma- 
chine. 

A comparison of the FranelKans 
and the .Tesuits brings out the differ- 
ent attitude taken by these bodies 
towards the vow of poverty. To the 
former order the vow of poverty must 
be applied both to' tbe individual and 
the corporate body, wbereas to tbe 
latter, the individual tnust not ac- 
quire any property, while the corpor- 
ate body aimed at acquiring as much 
property as possible.
